A new city ordinance, which wont 
into effect recently requires all .keep- 
er, of rooming houses to obtain -a. li- 
cense. The fee charged ia ji.fr v- cents 
each. for nil rooms, for rent, exceeding 
foiir. , '"..." 

Applicants are required to comply 
with the .State Fire Prevention and 
Safety laws and must hrrve their prem- 
ises inspected bytthe Building Commis- 
sioner before 1 ho license is granted. 

Buildings not requiring fire escapes' 
must provide, in every bedroom or 
alccping" apartment on the second and 
third Boors, a manila repeat leasffive- 
oighths of, an inch in diameter and of 
sufficient' length to .re^cb the ground, 
with knots, ma do therein, not over fif- 
teen inch*, apart, and of sufficient 
/fltrongth t«» austain a weight'of at least 
Are hufittred pmiid^.. Toe rope innil 
bo faVten'ed> near a window and kept 
in plain sight. Lights mu,st be kept 
burning in the- common stairwaj-a and 
halls on each tloor from twilight to 
daybreak. All buildings full three, sto- 
ries or more must have iron atuir Are 
escapes and be provided with, trans- 
parent signs, fire belli and chemical 
extinguishers. A two dollar inspec- 
tion fee ia charged for all buildings 
having fifteen- or more rooms. A fine 
of from 95 to SSOO is the penalty for 
railurc to complj- with the law. The 
ordinance applies to all hotels, public 
lodging, rooming and boarding house*, 
without discrimi nation.

It) an editorial, our contemporary, The Fraternal Clarion, in 
its last issue, criticised that majority of the Negro population that 
is intolerant of race ostracisms. 

In this thousand word opinion occur these expressions: "When- 
ever we desire fo segregate ourselves for any reason, we can bring 
to bear the most eloquent and logical arguments in support of our 
actions on a plea of race pride and race consciousness. But when 
the proposition tosegregate us comes from outside the race, we 
.condemn it as 'jim-crowism'." 

We ure glad the Clarion came so c)arion-!ike with these state- 
ment?: first, because it shows how calloused are its sensibilities; 
secondly: because itS;resents possible opportunity for enlightment. 
Every word oF the quoted sentences are true. Aggregation or seg- 
regation, which ever you choose to name it, is respectively tolerable 
or intolerable to self-respecting, manly men just to the extent that 
it is voluntary or by command. Two men leave & building; one 
goes because he wants to go; the other leaves because he is ordered 
out. The Clarion sees no differences in the two instances, be- 
cause both men go out. We lie down-on the grass from a desire to 
recline: the Clarion is knocked down, but thinks it has no more 
cause for affront than vie, because we are both- equally down.

In this - editorial, the sole defect of our magnificent public 
school system that the late Edward Long, as superintendent of 
schools, said he deeply deplored— separation of the races -is exulted 
oyer. It lauds associations of the, name of Jesus Christ with the 
curse "of the American color-line. It cries loudly for a "colored 
hospital" and "colored parks." It insists- on making' the colored 
man a cheerful civic parasite. It extols proscription of -self . It is 
intolerable, ' ■ " ' - . ,T ' ' / 

■ We are opposed to segregation of any kind based on color/ It 
is bad ip its mildest form. It is undemocratic and un American in 
principle." St, Louis has not fully recovered from its evil effects of 
a little more than a year ago. Law is one thing and sentiment is 
another. . If we do not profit by past experience, we should have 
our sensibilities quickened. Segregation takes on -ita most-danger- 
ous form when .encouched into law. the Negro is in a most pitable 
condition when he asks for it and does not know it. " ■ ;*-'

This is a condition which we did not ask for. If it must be, why 
not appoint Negro doctors and nurses to look after its patients?

Origin of the Vyifading Ring 
Of Today Has Been Traced 
Back to Days of Old Egypt 

How many brides, aa they trenrn- 
iously present "a coy finger for the 
clasp of the magic circlet, even suspect 
that the welcome symbol of hymeneal 
bliss come* down -to them from' Old 
Egypt? In the land of the sphinx 
and- the pyramids was the cradle of 
emancipated' womanhood, where mater- 
fatnlllas ruled her willing household 
with despotic sway— a fair and benev- 
olent despotism bnt none the leas ty- 
rannical; borrowing her smng author- 
ity, from .the mothergoddeas Hus, th* 
Indomitable and supreme. 

In ancient time* the Influence of 
the Egyptian *Ve extended, far be- 
yond the domain of the family duel- 
ling, for she was - mistress ■ of the 
storerooms, the granaries, and all the 
provisions: "Mistress ot the Seals," 
""Mistress of the Linens," "Mistress of 
the Khetetba." the' sealed rooms. Alt 
the doors, boxes and Jars of the house- 
'bold were elaborately sealed and un- 
der her sole supervision. This. It Is 
isald, accounts for the 'great number of 
jsc-arab ' Bands found by the- aide of fe- 
male* In mummy caaea. . - 
. In this capacity as supreme arbi- 
ter of the household and Its appur- 
tenance*, on the wedding day .the 
Egyptian woman's lord, bat not her 
master, presented .'her with a little 
string of seals which she wore like 
a bunch Of keys. At first the Jewels 
"were suspended from r. string hung 
sbout her neck. Then ' she wore them 
oh !*- cord or string tied around her 
"wrist, and Inter, for greater security, 
they, were attached to the finger by a 
string or a wire. This wire Is said 
to be the direct forbear of the signet 
ring and of the wedding ring.. 

With the advent of lock* "these, seal* 
gave way to keys, and the husband 
ceremoniously presented bis mistress 
with the key* of the household or ae- 
tata- on -a, ring.' Tlie.se beaming too
